PHILIPPINES QUESTION. 


France Yields 
JCverylhius in the 


African Difficulty. 


Paris, Oct. 31—The Eclair says to- 


day that it learns on reliable authority 
that the Fashoda question will be set- 
tled favorable to Great Britain by the 
recall of Major Hare-hand, that France 
yields all, reserving only the question 
of right to the Bahrel Ghazal district. 


M. Delcasse, however, has decided to 


raise the whole Egyptian question and 
that France will not be alone in the 
discussion, as Egypt interests all the 
powers. 


Great Activity at London. 


London, Oct. 31—Both London and 


Paris markets are unexpectedly gloomy 
this morning influenced by the ag- 
gressive tone of the French papers. 
Besides this something extraordinary 
seems to have happened and it looks 
as if a crisis were approaching. 
The 


British naval preparations 
are 
cer- 


tainly being pushed with great ac- 
tivity. The British emergency squad- 
ron are gathering at Devonport with 
all possible speed. 
Seven battleships, 


and one cruiser have been designated 
to join this squadron. 


A sensation was caused this morning 


by the arrest of a Russian spy at the 
fort near Harwich. 
He had been 


watched for some time, and this morn- 
ing made inquiries of a sentry about 
the fortifications. 


A number of signal men on duty with 


the British channel squadron, which 
arrived at Gibraltar this morning, have 
been ordered home for service, it is 
presumed, 
on 
board 
an 
auxiliary 


cruiser, if the latter should be required 
for active service. 


It was also asserted today that the 


commanding officers of London Vol- 
unteer regiments had received orders 
to prepare for immediate mobilization, 
and it was asserted that different ar- 
tillery corps have been informed as to 
the forts on the southern and eastern 
coasts to which they have been al- 
lotted. 


The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon 


says: "England has been and even now 
is so near war that the government has 
carried its preparations to the furthest 
limit of the preparatory stage. It has 
been arranged to call out the reserves 
and militia and to mobilize volunteers 
simultaneously, and 
to form large 


camps at various important railroad 
junctions, where rolling stock and 
locomotives will be concentrated."

lu tlic Peace Negotiations. 


Paris, Oct. 3!.—Spnor Monto PJos, 


president of th^ Spanish peace commis- 
sion, is ill. This causes some doubt as 
to whether there will be a joint session 
of the commissions today. If he is un- 
able to attend it is unlikely that the 
Spaniards \\uuld consent to enter the 
conference to take up the 
Philippine 


question for initial consideration. 


There is a strong impression* which has 


been growing here recently, that the 
Spaniards, upon receiving definite as- 
surances of the American determina- 
tion to take the entire Philippine group, 
would quit the conference, and all ne- 
gotiations are modified by the attitude 
of the Spanish pewspapers arriving here. 
These are found to have wheeled into 
line with The Kpocha of Oct. 27, wnich 
demanded that the Spanish commission- 
ers should sign a treaty in Paris no mat- 
ter how onerous tlie conditions imposed 
by the Americans. 


Nevertheless, despite this attitude of 


the Madrid press, and despite the denial 
givem on Friday last by a Spanish com- 
missioner v. ho d'icjed th&t the Spaniards 
had any intention of withdraw ing, the 
Americans here will not be surprised if 
one or more of the Spanish commission- 
ers resign and piactically close the ne- 
gotiations. This feeling: is based upon 
the fact that Senor Rios, early last week, 
would have resigned if his so doing 
would not have imperilled the Sagasta 
ministry, and the reasoning is thit if, 
while pressing the Cuban debt, which is 
not mentioned in the protocol, and which 
the Spanish commissioners insist should 
not be left to Spain alor.fe, Senor Rios 
"were inclined to resign, he might, in the 
open field of contention as to the Philip- 
pines, feel that resignation would help 
Senor Sagasta on th-e ground that the 
demand of the United States for the en- 
tire Philippine group would be extor- 
tionate. 


It is believed here, on the eve of taking 


up the main question, that the Spanish 
commissioners are not likely to acquiesce 
here in any treaty that the Americans 
would sign. 


In the Philippine discussion two weari- 


some contentions are likely to be early 
raised by the Spanish. The first is on 
the protocol phrase "control, disposition 
and government" of the archipelago, 
the Spaniards doubtless holding that the 
word "disposition" does not involve pos- 
session, though they know that' posses- 
sion" was originally written in the 
protocol ajid changed to "disposition" on 
Mr. Cambon's insistence in behalf of 
Spanish sensibilities. 


Collateral to this is a second conten- 


tion, possibly to be merged with the first, 
when the protocol was signed, there was 
an exterior moral" agreement between 
Mr. Cambon and Judge Day, that neither 
the protocol nor its terms should, in the 
treaty npgotiations, involve Spanish 
sovereignty in the Philippine 
archi- 


pelago. 


On this point Judge Day, through the 


Associated Press, has already pointedly 
denied the existence, of an actual, con- 
structive or implied knowledge outside 
of the protocol, either verbally or in cor- 
respondence, and this denial is supported 
by the French yellow book. 


Mr. Cajnbon, however, has given the 


matter some significance by omitting to 
deny the report, although the alleged 
existence of a secret understanding ex- 
terior to the protocol was first printed 
In the Paris papers and reiterated direct- 
ly and by inference.

TO TAKE PHILIPPINES 


American Peace Commis- 


sion Makes Proposition 


to Take Entire Group 


of Islands. 


Paris, Oct. 31—The American peace 


commissioners presented a written ex- 
pression of the purpose of the United 
States to take the entire group of the 
Philippine islands and assume such 
proportion of the Philippine debt as 
has been spent for the benefit of the 
islands or inhabitants In public works, 
improvements and permanent better- 
ments. 


It was also set forth that the United 


States would not assume any part of 
the Philippine debt, which has been in/- 
curred by Spain for the furtherance of 
military or naval operations to quell 
the insurrections of natives. 


The sesion evPPtually adjourned un- 


til Friday to give the Spaniards time 
to prepare a reply ,the session having 
lasted over an hour. The health of 
President Rios of the Spanish commis- 
sion has improved so that he attended 
today. 


The session began at 2 o'clock and 


the 
commissioners confronted each 


others across the table on which in 1783 
Benjamin Franklin and his colleagues 
signed the treaty of Independence for 
the United States. 


"Washington, Oct. 
SI—The advices 


from Paris to the effect that the United 
States peace commissioners have de- 
manded the cession to the United 
States of the entire Philippine group is 
in line with recent instructions by this 
government to the representatives of 
the United States. 


The president has become convinced 


that there is a great popular demand 
for the annexation to fhe tinned States 
of the whole Philippine group and he 
is disposed to defer to that sentiment. 


It cannot be learned definitely what 


money consideration is to pass with 
the title of the Philippines.

"God.l*:vmit*<lJf: Then eaoh.. ufscses the 
finger • tips whieh have been honored by 
contact with thoM of his friends against 
his lips and than upon his heart as he 
raises his head and redoubles his saluta- 
tions. 


To every fellow Moslem the greeting is 


given "Es-salam alaikum" (-'Peace be 
unto you"). To which the answer is "Wa 
alai kumes-salam (' 'And to you be peace"). 
To tbe unbeliever the nearest approach to 
this permitted is "Ala salam' tak" ("On 
thy peace"), which might mean anything. 
The way to speed the parting guest is to 
exclaim, "God give thee peace," or, more 
curtly, "In peace. " To those whose pres- 
ence has never been desired it is usual to 
axclaim in tones sufficiently explicit, 
"Allah ihaun-ak!" ("God protect thee!") 
On arrival it is customary to exclaim to 
the guest, "Welcome to thee!" or "Mar- 
habbaa, ahlsti wn sahlan" (''Be welcome, 
at home, and at ease"). Courteous inter- 
rogatories fall thick and fast. "How art 
thou? Thy house?"— tbe nearest approach 
permitted to inquiry after a man's wife. 
"Thy relatives? What news? Is nothing 
wrong?" To which he replies, if there is 
nothing specially to complain of: "All 
Tight, thai* God. All are in prosperity. ' ' 
Or, if bad news has to be given, "God 
knows. Everything is in the hand of God. " 


When a Moslem meets a European ao- 


eompanled by a Moor, though the latter 
be the servant, ha not infrequently ignores 
the presence of the foreigner and offers tbe 
salutation to his coreligionist only, but if 
ha passes a mixed company of Moors and 
Jews, or ChristiansUihe exclaim*, ''Peaco 
be on tho--. people.^ ijslant,-" If two smih 
parties raw* D«.»the tread, _tho :uhraf« r}8, 
"Peace bs. to.< those aootuupanying , the 
Jews," or "the NazareiiesJ' and it is suf- 
ficient for one of eaoh party to . give and 
return tha. greeting, though in tho conn- 
try .several often do so. Inferiors salutting 
superior^'Ufually kiss the. hand, shoulder, 
top ot the turban, or feet, 'or the knee! or 
stirrup of a horsemen, according to the 
terms ou which they approach. The more 
abject forni^ are naturally only used to 
implore iCfavor, though they are employed 
sometimes to EurpDaans. jo the extremity 
of supplicatibli the very feet of one's'horse 
are embraced.

Tho old custom of falling on one anoth- 


er's necks is still in vogue between friends 
long separated. Men and women restrict 
their greetings in public- to words, but 
person aHy I was somewhat startled by the 
sudden embrace at a nograss whos* free- 
dom iiiy~-fatlier bad been the^means of ob- 
taining wban returning tq.tho country 
after some yean' absence. The kisses on 
such occasions ate, however, fortunately 
delivered in the air or on /thfl shoulder. It

Quo- 
tations from tho Koran are also freely in- 
troduced in conversation by tbe learned, 
as aro proverbs and sayings by the geiier- 
.ality of Moors, a knowledge of which is a 
great help in conversation. 


Several little social usages of Moorish 


life deserve attention, though not confined 
to Morocco, such »s the exclamation to 
one who sneezes, "The forgiveness of God 
be on me and on thee!" to which the reply 
is, "Justice und praise to God!" If a 
man who yawns in public does not use the 
prescribed tn "mula, any one speaking to 
him may plar" tho back of his hand to his 
mouth, attor' ig a pious sentence, as tho 
devil is accredited with performing an un- 
pleasant operation in yawning mouths 
On tho other hand, any one wearing a new 
garment or looking specially spruce or 
having performed somo clever or merito- 
rious act receives the compliment, "Bi 
sabh't-ak" ("In thy strength").

cannot believe that the North 


Adams Central Labor union had care- 
fully considered the position taken by 
Governor Tanner of Illinois in the re- 
cent coal miners' strike and the impor- 
tation of negro laborers in connection 
therewith or it would not have approv- 
ed it as it recently did. His position is 
clearly unconstitutional and if upheld 
forms a dangerous precedent. The 
Springfield Republican well remarks 
that ex-Governor Altgeld "appears as 
a highly conservative force in contrast 
with the faction which occupies an at- 
titude of open rebellion against the 
laws of the United States in order to 
favor one particular class of labor." 


Governor Tanner has placed himself 


in an absolutely untenable position, 
goaded thereto, doubtless, by the fact 
that finding- himself radically ^ rong 
in the first place, he would stultify 
himself if he receded from it.

His position is that the state of

operators of coal mines in that state 
have no right in law to import into the 
state negroes and non-union men to 
take the placps of the striking miners 
in. the coal regions.

composed of felons and outlaws and 
that It is against public policy to ad~ 
jnit them to the state under any pre- 
text whatever. 


The constitution of the United. States 


and of the state of Illinois are directly 
opposed to him in this regard, but with 
surprising boldness he denes both of 
them and declares that as governor 
his opinion is superior to the organic 
laws of the state and nation and the 
Judgment of the people. This position 
is neither anarchistic nor demogogic 
because it is undisguised!? treasonable. 


The newspapers of Chicago without 


exception conutmn him, but ho stcUiJa 
as yet unrebuked by the proper au- 
thorities.

Illinois is a closed community, a sover- 
eignty within 
itself, 
whose rights 


transcend any right ever claimed for 
a state by the most radical champion 
of state's rights. He is a despot in his 
own realm, saying to the citizens of 
the republic you shall not invade 
Illinois peacefully or otherwise except 
at the peril of being "shot to pieces 
•with Oatllng guns."

As election day approaches the re- 


election of Sheriff Charles W. Fuller 
becomes more and more certain.

of justice for which he Is accountable, 
should be retired simply because of 
disappointments over his appointments. 
This unfortunate thing will not happen, 
because the people will vote to retain 
Mr. Fuller in the position he has ably 
filled.

The Journal, World and Herald, in thai, 
editions yesterday went iniu the busmesi 
of iiri-diuUng the results of the coming 
election. 


Each of them claims to have made 


an exhaustive canvass, not only of this 
state but of the nation, and while their 
figures differ somewhat, as might nat- 
urally be <expei;t«d, th<;y all poir.t in on« 
direction, namely, a victory for the 
Democratic party. 


All throe papers agree that Van Wyck 


is ahead of Roosevelt in this state, ai><5 
that he «ill be elected governor by a 
handsome majority. The Journal gives 
him the highest figures, a plurality oi 
over 70,oOu. The World gives him a 
plurality of 47,000, and The Herald gives 
him 7100. 
This makes quite a discrtpar.es 


between the highest and lowest figures, 
but the si0'n!ifii;ant fact Is tha'. all three 
papers elect Van Wyck, 


Kegurding ihe New Tork legislature 


the figures diftVr considerably. The Jour- 
nal predicts that the legislature will be 
Democratic on a joint ballot by a ma- 
jority of 1C. The World gives the Demo- 
crats a majority of 6 on a joint ballot, 
while The Herald makes the legislature 
Republican on a joint ballot. 


In the forecast for congress The Jour- 


nal givt-s up the fihost regarding the 
senate. It says the Democrats would 
ha~v e to carry every state in order to 
even make a tie. Therefore, nothing but 
a landslide could give them control ol 
the sPiiiUf. .But it gives the Democrats 
and f lisiunists combined a good working 
majority of the house, and gives then) 
a Democratic speaker. 


The World says the senate will remain 


unchanged, that is KepubJican, but gives 
the Democrats a majority of five in ta« 
house. 


The Herald says the n«xt congress will 


be Kepublican by a majority of 15 to 25, 
and the senata by a very narrow margin. 


It is significant, however, that the 


Herald, immediately after giving these 
figures, says: "In presenting these facts, 
it is well to> warn the readers of The 
Herald that the campaign is still in 
progress, that there are seven days more 
for active campaigning, and that both 
parties ane putting forth tremendous 
exertions. 


"It is impcesible to predict landslides. 


If a landslide corri«s, it is more likely to 
be for the Democrats than the Republi- 
cans. All experienced politicians agre« 
that tbese popular upheavals come ag 
surprises. There is an ominous feeling ol 
unrest toward existing conditions in the 
middle wett as well as In the rural com- 
munities of the east." 


In its recapitulation Th* Journal goes 


more extensively into prophecy in this 
wise: 


"The result makes It evident that the 


Democracy will win a complete victory. 
The splendid majority, 72,050, wffich is 
The Journal's estimate for Augustus Van 
\\ yck over Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 
may seem unjustifiably large to people 
who, 
while *h«y take an intelligent in- 


Jerest in pi litics, have y«t not look'&d 
closely into the figures, but It is a con- 
servative estimate. The figures of the 
Democratic chiefs are greatly In excess 
of this. The Journal's estimate also in- 
dicates a good working Democratic ma- 
jority on joint ballot for the legislature. 


"The statesenate will be almost equally 


divid'-ed between the two parties. It is 
Impossible to be sure of the composition 
of the senate, but Th* Journal's figures 
give the Democrats the beat of the sen- 
ate by two members. 


"The assembly estimate gives 72 con- 


sidered certain for the Democrats, and 59 
equally sure for the Republicans, leaving 
19 doubtful. 


"In the national elections, The Jour- 


nal's forecast in the matter of 30 senators 
to be chosen, gives 13 to the Democrats, 
12 to the Republicans, and on five the re- 
ports are so conflicting and the fight so 
close that no prophecy may be ventured. 
The next houa* of repreeentatives will 
number 168 Democrats, 136 Republicans, 
16 fusion representatives and 37 doubti- 
f ul.

The 
fusionists will succeed in six states, and 
In six others the contest is too close to 
make a forecast anything more than a 
guess."

any position at once go powerful and ao 
anomalous. 
Ho long as he remains 


prime minister tbe premier of tbe Uuit- 
|tl Kingdom is poetegued of more real 
power than any single individual, un- 
less it bo tbe czar or the president of 
thu United States. 


Yet, great as is the power of prime 


minister, the office bus no foundation <ri 
law. The prime minister is quite :i^ un- 
known to tho law as is tbe cubit-ft. If 
A legal pedant, blind to all facto not in 
the statutes or tbe textbooks of tbe 
common law, were asked to define the 
office of prime minister aud to describe 
tbe cabinet, be would be utterly at a 
loss. 


Iu theory the prime minister ia only 


a privy councilor at the bead ot a de- 
partment of state who is specially in 
tbe sovereign's confidence and who usu- 
ally presides at an informal gathering 
of certain of the privy councilors who 
happen to fcold offices of state—-a gath- 
ering which is called tho cabinet. That 
is tbe furthest which tbe legal pedant of 
oar thought would dare to go. Yet, of 
course, the prime minister is, in fact, 
far wore flhan the mere chairman Of the 
cabinet. 


Tbe cabinet, no doubt, has a great 


deal of powsr, but even if it were trne 
once it ia certainly not trne now that 
England ia governed by a committee of 
16 or 16 persons. 


Tbe prime minister, as a rule, makes 


his cabinet. He is commissioned by the 
quoea to form a cabinet, because be is 
tbe man whom she considers to possess 
the confidence of a majority of tbe house 
of commons. He forms bis cabinet by 
asking certain members of tbe two 
houses to hold the great offices of state. 
He might do this in one day and with- 
out consnlting any one. 


As a master of fact, what usually 


happens is this; As soon as tbe commis- 
sion to form a government has been re- 
ceived, tbe prime minister takes into 
his confidence the two or three who will 
bold the chief offices, and they talk 
together over the other names. When a 
man is decided upon, he, as a rule, 
joins the conclave and helps to consult 
as to men and places, and so tbe cabinet 
gradually evolves itself. No doubt, as 
generally happens in this world, the 
prime minister's choice ia never really 
free. 


Certain men must be in the cabinet, 


whatever happens, and hence they may 
be said not to be chosen by tbe premier, 
but to be ministers in their own right. 
In spite, however, of this, the fact that 
they ara asked to serve by tbe premier 
makes them feel bis superiority. When 
tbe cabinet is made, the theory of the 
unwritten constitution is that the cabi- 
net governs. In reality it seldom does 
anything of tbe kind. 


Each cabinet minister has very great 


power in bis own department, but the 
cabinet as a cabinet can do little. Since, 
however, it knows everything that is 
going on it can exercise a great deal of 
indirect power. The previous knowl- 
edge that the majority of the cabinet 
would like or dislike a particular, pol- 
iuy has a great influence, but still the 
cabinet does not rule. Tbe prime minis* 
ter summons, presides over and largely 
controls tbe cabinet meetings. If a va- 
cancy occurs, be fills it np, and BO can 
promote from tbe lower to the higher 
offices. 


Then ho can and does confer with his 


colleagues iu regard to the business of 
their departments, and so has a hold 
upon tbe whole machine of government!. 
Sir Robert Peel saw every member of 
bis cabinet separately every day. Again, 
if there be a difference between two 
other members of the government, the 
premier decides. If there be an irrecon- 
cilable difference between himself and 
a minister, it is the minister aud not 
the premier who resigns. 


Lastly, the prime minister can, by re- 


signing himself; dissolve the whole min- 
istry. These things, small in them- 
selves, taken together, make the prime 
minister's position what it is. He 
makes and can unmake a cabinet. He 
presides over it, and be has the right 
to advise in regard to every department, 
though this right is of coarse seldom 
exercised, and he has secured to him 
beforehand tbe support of (be rank and 
file or of any cabinet if it comes to a 
straggle between him and a colleague, 
because tbe rank and file know that if 
the premier is beaten he baa it in his 
power to upset tbe whole machine cf 
government. 


Hence the voices of those who want 


to keep in office are always found on 
tbe ?ido of tbe premier.—Foarsou's 
Weekly.

MANY FITTING TRIBUTES PAID 


By Congressman Lawrence and Other 


Speakers. 
Captain Hicks Pre- 


sides and Says Men '-Fought 


Like Soldiers and Died 


Like Martyrs." 


Honor was 
paid by Adams and 


Northern Berkshire to the memory of 
those who gave their lives in represent- 
ing: it in the service of the nation dur- 
ing- the war, at a formal memorial ser- 
vice Saturday afternoon. The service 
was heki in the Adams Haptist church, 
and besides the comrades of the dead 
from Company M. the Grand Army of 
Adams and this city and the local 
Sons of Veterans attended. The ohurch 
was decorated with Uie national colors 
draped in mourning-. The address of 
the occasion was made by Congress- 
man Lawrence of this city. 


The service opened with the singing 


of the Battle Hymn of the Republic by 
the audience, which was followed by 
a prayer by Rev. A. B. Penniman. The 
choir ttowjiHiintlsBed'the'.ihthem "Souls 
of the Righteous." Captain H. O. 
Hicks presided at the service and made 
a brief introductory address in which 
he gave a short description of the cam- 
paign. He said the men fought like 
soldiers and died like martyrs, and 
that while none of them died in battle, 
they gave up their lives as a result of 
the campaign. 


Congressman Lawrence's address was 


a fitting- tribute to those who gave 
their lives, 
and he emphasized the 


lasting memorial to the dead in the 
blessings of the work their sacrifice 
helped to accomplish. After referring 
to the reception in this city only a few 
days before and me joyful features of 
company's return, he spoke particu- 
larly of the dead heroes, saying in 
part:

Inspired by their life and their 
heroic death we cannot fail to become 
better men, better women, better citi- 
zens of that country they loved so 
well. 


It is gratifying- to remember of those 


whom we mourn today, that they did 
not lose their lives in a war of conquest 
or in a war waged to oppress any of 
the peoples of the earth. In entering 
upon war with Spain we were actuated 
by the highest possible motives, mo- 
tives which have won for us the ap- 
proval of our own conscience and the 
commendation of the world. 


Those who gave their lives did not 


die in vain. We believe that the world 
will be better and happier because of 
this war. 
We believe there will be 


less cruelty and less tyranny because of 
it. We believe the result will be a 
more enlightened Christian civilization. 


And what is the lesson which this 


teaches to the living? To use the words 
of the immortal Lincoln, -t is for us to 
take "increased devotion to that cause 
for which they gave the last full meas- 
ure of devotion." It now remains for 
us to care for him who shall have 
borne the battle and for those depen- 
dent upon him. Moved by their de- 
votion and by their sacrifice in a holy 
cause let us be inspired by a deeper 
and sincerer love of country. 


The hearts of all our people at .this 


solemn hour go out in quick and tender 
sympathy to those whose homes have 
been saddened. 
Their sorrow is too 


sacred for us to intrude upon, but in 
that deep affliction they have sincere 
and prayerful 
sympathy. 
May God 


bring comfort and peace to those who 
mourn. Their memories are precious 
ones and will grow sweeter and sweeter 
as the years go on. Their loved ones 
are not dead 
"They live, they live in blest eternity." 
After the1 address the male quartet 


of the Congregational 
church sang, 


"Silently, 
Tenderly, 
Mournfully 


Home," and at its close Rev. W. W. 
Carr of Trinity church told how the 
town honored the men who went to 
their duty 90 nobly for the cause of 
humanity.
